There are few branches of craftsmanship where 
professional secrets are as well and jealously 
guarded as in the art of enamelling. Mr. H. 
Cunynghame, who is a practical worker, has in 
the present volume set down the experience 
acquired by him as a pupil of Mr. Fisher, of Arts 
and Crafts fame, and of Mr. Meyer, the ex- 
teacher of the Paris Municipal School of Enam- 
elling, together with such information as he has 
been able to gather from other prominent art- 
workers, without betraying their confidence, 
where secrecy has been imposed upon him. He

has made a thorough study of all works bearing 
upon the subject, from Theophilus, the Monk, 
down to Thorpe's * Dictionary of Chemistry.' It 
is interesting to note that the Byzantines employed 
the method of cloisonne, or soldering an outline 
design of gold wire on a gold plate ground and 
subsequently filling in the powdered glass, the 
same method which is still in favour with the 
Japanese ; whilst the champleve work which was 
carried to perfection at Limoges, is an invention 
of Gothic times. The book is illustrated with 
some excellent examples of ancient and modern 
art-enamels. 
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
